1.—F ire w as discov­ 
ered e a rly this m o rn i n g in the engins 
room of K e i th 's U nion S q u a re theater. 
The tlames w ere first seen by the e n ­ 
gineer of the M orton house which a d ­ 
joins the 
th ea te r, 
a n d 
he 
gave 
the 
alarm. 


There were 300 g u e s ts in the hotel, 
who were h u rried ly notified a n d m ade 
their escape to ttie street oiad in their 
night garmenLs. 
Thtt hall 
ami c o r­ 
ridors of 
the hotel w ere 
tilled with 
smoke a n d the g u e s ts from the up p er 
floors were compelled to grope their 
way to the street. 
So f a r as known 
they all g ot out in-safety. 
K eith's th e ­ 
ater is a s ix -sto ry build in g and 
the 
.Morton house is five sto ries and both 
are p rae tira lly in the sa m e building. 


By . o'clock th e flam es had spread 
with itin a rk u b i e rap id ity a n d it seem ed 
as if the firemen would not lie able 
to prevent th eir sp read to every p a rt 
of the building. 


At 2:2.r> a. m. the flames w ere rapidly 
spreading th ro u g h the e n tire th ea te r, 
hut had not ea te n th eir w ay into the 
hotel. 
T h ey sp re a d to the e a stw a rd , 
destroying «luickly 
tw o small stores, 
and the p ro sp ects w ere t h a t the fire 
would s p re a d still f u rth e r in th a t dire c ­ 
tion. 


It w as learned th a t the lire s ta rte d 
In the s to r a g e room a d jo in in g the en- 
sine room of the th ea te r. 
W ith in 20 
m inutes a f t e r its disco v ery it h a d eaten 
its w ay to th e sto res a d jo in in g on the 
east. 
T h e M orton house is on the west. 


The c lothing s to re of B enson & Co. 
was soon d e stro y ed a s w a s the c ig a r 
store of M anuel Diaz. 


The ra p id ity w ith w hich the flames 


spread 
th ro u g h the 
t h e a te r w a s be­ 
cause of a q u a n ti ty of oils, p a in ts a n d 
a huge m ass of scenery which w as in 
the sto rag e room. T h e fu m es a n d gases 
from this inflam m able stuff h a m p e re d 
the firemen in thuir work, as th ey were 
lepeatedly driven from the h a sem en t to 
the street.

At the time of his death and 
for some time past he has not been a m em ­ 
ber of the miners union. 


As yet there is no clew to the identity 
of the murderers, although there are m any 
rumors flying about. The Woods Invest­ 
ment company has affered a rew ard of 
$5,fXX) for the arrest and conviction of the 
murderer. The county commissioners will 
meet tomorrow morning and will also offer 
a reward. County Commissioner Lynch, 
who was a great friend of the deceased, 
spent the day in Investigating the circum ­ 
stances and upon his report the c o m m is­ 
sioners will m ake the reward of the coun­ 
ty. The sheriff s office was notified of the 
crime shortly before 9 o'clock this m orn­ 
ing and during the day the deputies have 
been at work upon the cas»-. 


The sheriff's otflce sent to Canon City 
for the bloodhounds a t the stale peniten­ 
tiary and they are expected to nrrive in 
the city some time tonight. All during 
the day a small blizzard with extremely 
cold w eather has prevailed In the district 
and this condition m ay m ake it difficult 
for the dogs to get the scent.

A m ystical w riter

“To g ive the fem inine elem ent its hard 
earned, but eternal suprem acy of the 
m asculine elem ent has been the secret 
inspiration of all past history." 


T h is statem en t, m ade when so little 
consideration w as given the su b ject of 
w om an, is all the m ore forcible as e v i­ 
dence of a truth not perceived by the 
com m on m ind.

HORSES FOR SOUTH A F R I C A — W . 
S. Littlejohn, of this place, next week 
w ill take a number of horses to Pueblo 
where the English government's agents 
will inspect them for use In the w ar be­ 
tween England and the Boers.

prove suitable they will be purchased 
and sent to South Africa. The English 
require that the animals must measure 
from 11 hands and Z inches to 15 hands 
and 1 inch high and their color must noi 
be white. 
The reason for this is th a t n 
white horse makes an easy m ark for the 
enemy as they can be seen a greater 
distance. 
For such horses as the gov­ 
ernm ent wants it pays from $50 to $S0 
and by the time they reach their destin­ 
ation they will have cost $250 each.—

»TELEGRAPHED W IT H O U T W IR E S 


Dr. J. C. iShedd. of Colorado college, 
lias succeded in sending "messages" a 
distance of about an eighth of a mile 
by m eans of wireless telegraphy. 
He 
and Mr. Ralph Emery conducted some 
very satisfactory 
experiments along 
this line yesterday afternoon. 


The “m essage" was transm itted from 
th e physical laboratory room in Palm er 
hall to Dr. Shedd's residence on uoou 
avenue just north of the president's 
residence. 
Experiments 
on 
shorter 
d istances have been marie with great 
success and Dr. Shedrl will probably 
try a longer dist'anee in the near future. 


T h e college has not got proper ap­ 
p aratu s for such experiments but Dr 
Shedd has adapted what was at his dis­ 
posal. and the success attained under 
th e se circumstances is very flattering. 
T h e big llolz machine at. the eodego 
is used to generate the electric wave. 
T h e negative side of this machine is 
grounded by means of a wire, 
'i he 
positive side shoots off the wave, .m s 
is one end of the apparatus and it is 
located in the physical laboratory room 
at Palm er hall. 


At I'M'. Shedd's residence a brass I>nle 
or mast stands in one corner of the 
experiment room and m e electric wave 
strikes ti..s first. 
By means of wires 
i' is transm ined indirectly to the gal­ 
vanom eter and the deflection of the 
jicedie in this instrum ent records the 
message by means of a small ught re 
fleeted on a ground glass. 
On a table 
opposite the galvanometer is a frame 
affair with a long arm shooting out. 
A t one end of the frame is a cel! in 
which is placed a light. 
The light is 
thrown down a wooden channel upon a 
m i n o r at the other end. 
This mirror 
thiows it through a small slit upon the 
needle in the galvanometer. The needle 
reflects it . back upon a long strip of 
Kiound glass which is supported by the 
aim mentioned above. 
Under ordinary 
circumstances the reflection on the 
giass is in tiie center, or at zero point. 
Thi; 
electric 
current 
reaching the 
iieeule cause» a deflection which causes 
the reflection to change position on 
tin- glass. 


It is a crude apparatus but it serves 
tin purpose. 
The galvanom eter is the 
»■tie used by Tesla when he w as here, 
it having been loaned to him by m e 
cc)!c;;e. 
it is one of the best makes 
and is an extremely sensitive instru 
ment. 


By revolving the plates of th e llolz 
m achine in P alm er hall a wave of elec­ 
tricity was shot through the inter­ 
vening space to Dr. Shedd's house, 
w here it was received on the brass 
m ast and tran sm itted to the galvan­ 
o m eter which recorded the message 
upon the glass in front of It. This was

N 6w York. Jan. 2.—The first day of 
trading .to r the new year on the stock 
exchange w as signalized by a Jump in 
the volume of transactions to upward 
of a million shares. 
The coalers and

ly distributed and the strength was very 
fairly disseminated through the gen­ 
eral list.

The way in which one stock 
or group of stocks and then another 
was brought forward into the advance 
was characteristic of the methods of 
professional operators of large caliber, 
and as each new point of strength de­ 
veloped the prei’cding stocks were sold 
to realize.

market. 
The demand was apparently 
based on general considerations of a 
good prospect of continued prosperity 
of the country for the new year and 111« 
hope of an early relaxation in the money 
market.

Manitou yesterday, it 
seemed to me that every foot of land 
here hap its romance of the early 
days." said D. D. W est last night in 
talking with a party of old friends.

DEATH 07 LABGEST OWNEB 
OF OR.A.tN BLEVATOKS 
By Assoelateo Press. 


Chicago, Dec. SO.—Frank H. Peavey, 


one of the best known grain men In the 
country, died here today of pneumonia, 
aged SI years and 11 months. 
Mr. Peavey came to Chicago from his 
home In Minneapolis nearly two weeks 
ago on a business trip. He was In his 
usual perfect health, but December 20 
he contracted a cold and that night 
took to his bed in the Auditorium An- 
nex. The cold quickly developed into 
pneumonia and-the patient's friends and 
relatives were notified, although it was 
expected that h« would recover. Hope- 
ful bulletins were received dally, but 
Friday night last the patient's condi- 
tion took a turn for the worse, although 
he had felt much better during the day. 
Saturday night again a good day was 
followed by distress ut night. Yester- 
day, 
however, it was believed that Mr. 
Peavey had successfully passed 
the 
crisis of his Illness and up to midnight 
Information from the bedside was of a 
very encouraging character. At that 
hour, however, the patient's breathing 
became more difficult and his heart ac- 
tion weaker. A hurried consultation of 
physicians—Doctors Hammond, Ingalls 
and Brower—followed and everything 
known to science to combat the malady 
was done. At 2 a. m. Mr. Peavey lapsed 
into unconsciousness and the family 
which surrounded him were informed 
that the end was approaching. At 3:30 
o'clock the great grain man breathed 
his last. 
.Besides the doctors and nurses the 
following members of Mr. Peavey's 
family were present: Mrs. F. H. Peavey, 
his wife; George Peavey, his son; Mrs. 
H. B. Wells, a daughter; Mrs. F. T. 
Heffelfinger, a daughter; Mrs. A. D. 
Peavey, his mother; Mrs. J. M. Cleland, 
a sister, and F. F. Peavey, a brother, 
of New York. The deceased's mother 
lives in Sioux City, la.. Mrs. Cleland in 
Chicago, and the others at the bedside, 
excepting F. F. Peavey, in Minneapolis. 
Mr. Peavey's wife was with her hus- 
band all through his illness, having 
left a sick bed herself in Minneapolis to 
come to him. 


Mr. Peavey was credited with being 


the largest owner of grain elevators In 
the country, If not in the world. The 
sign "P. V." was a familiar one on grain 
warehouses throughout the grain pro- 
ducing states of the west and northwest 
along the lines of the railroads, 
At 
railroad terminal points he had large 
holdings, his interests in Chicago being 
particularly heavy. His name for years 
has been potent on the boards of trade 
here and in the northwest.

doned Kalamazoo shaft house on Bull 
hill by unknown parties and foully 
murdered In the most cold-blooded man- 
ner was the fate of Martin C. Gleason, 
superintendent of the Wild Horse. Da- 
mon and Deadwood mines on Bull hill. 
This horrible crime took place In broad 
daylight yesterday afternoon about 1 
o'clock. The victim was fellefl to the 
floor of the shaft house with a blow 
struck with a heavy steel dumping hook. 
One of the murderers, while Gleason 
was lying on the floor in a dying con- 
dition, shot him in the top of the head 
about three Inches above the right ear. 
The hole would Indicate that a large 
caliber revolver was used. As if to hide 
the horrible crime the body was then 
thrown down the 500-foot shaft strik- 
ing the bottom with terrific force. tear- 
Ing away the greater portion of the 
skull and breaking both legs. 
Gleaaon was last seen alive by his 


friends yesterday at noon In Herman s 
restaurant at Altman. After lunch he 
spoke a few words with his assistant, 
G. H. Beebee and then went down the 
road toward the Wild Horse mine.

CLAIMING TO UNBAVEL 
MYSTEBIES OF DEATH 


By Associated Press. 


Chicago. Dec. 30.—Experiments which 


it is asserted are 'a beginning of the 
unravelling of the mysteries of death 
were made public by Prof. Jacques 
Loeb at the fourteenth annual meeting 
of the American Physiological society 
at the Unlverslty..o£,Chicago tonight. 
During the last summer the noted 
scientist has been continuing his series 
<jf experiments with the eggs of lower 
marine animals, especially of the sea 
urchin, and tonight, In a paper entitled 
"pn the Prolongation or Life of Un- 
fertilized Eggs of the sea .Uurchfn by 
Potassium Cyanide/' he told a group 
of the foremost physiologists in Amer- 
ica that by mearts of observation of the 
effects of certain chemicals upon these 
minute bits of protoplasm he was ready 
to make a tentative definition, of the 
heretofore unknown nature of death. 


Death, Prof. Loeb affirmed, was not 
a negative process, a simple breaking 
'down of tissues, as it has been regarded 
up to this time, but an active agent 
born with the birth of the egg, and 
defined, if not checked, to gain the 
upper hand of the life Instinct and 
bring about extinction. But, greater 
even that the apparent discovery of 
this, death agent In all life substance 
Is Prof, Loeb's announcement that he 
has been able to check the agent in the 
eggs of the sea urchin, at least, by 
means of chemical agents. This, it Is 
said, means nothing less than that on 
a, minute scale the secret of eternal 
life IB Ih the power of mankind. 
The .experiments, Prof. Loeb says, 


were simple. Unfertilized eggs of the 
sea urchin were placed In a weak solu- 
tion of potassium cyanide and aban- 
doned for several days. In ordinary 
conditions an unfertilized egg dies In 
a few hours, destroyed by the death 
agents born with It. At the end of sev- 
eral days the eggs were again examined 
and were found to be still capable of 
fertilizing and of producing healthy 
animals. 
In explaining the results Prof. Loeb 
said that the "mortiferous processes" 
were due to the actions of certain fer- 
ments of an unknown nature whose 
destructive tendency was counteracted 
by the potassium salts.

The men 
at the mine, telephoned to his home yes- 
terday but be was not there and fall- 
Ing to return to his residence at a late 
hour last night all parts of the dis- 
trict were communicated with, but no 
trace of the man could be found. 
This morning about 7 o'clock a search- 
ing party was organized. 
It was learned from Beebee that Glea- 
son had left Altman about 1 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon and was seen going 
In the direction of the Wild Horse mine. 
The abandoned prospect holes and 
shafts were Investigated along the road 
and when the party entered the Kala- 
mazoo shaft house they discovered sev- 
eral large spots of blood at the top of 
the shaft. 
A heavy steel dump hook 
was fonucl covered with blood and hair 
which told the story of the tragedy. 
The dump hook had been freshly cut 


from the cable above the shaft where it 
had dope duty emptying buckets an they 
were raised to the surface. An Investi- 
gation of the shaft was at once com- 
menced ana E. H. Beebee, Harry Rogers 
and John Kyale went down the 500-foot 
ladder to the bottom of the shaft, where 
they made the ghastly flnd.

lands. This office has had the record 
of the state and In view of the fact 
that this Includes Cripple Creek, the 
largest mining camp In the world, be- 
sides a number of other large mining 
sections, the mineral business alone of 
the land office is over one-fourth of -the 
entire mineral land business of the 
United States land office. 


By the time spring business, opens 


In the livestock computations Pueblo 
will have one of the largest and best 
equipped stock yards in the country on 
the banks of the Founlaln river. This 
assurance has been given by .Ihe or 
ganizers of Ihe new Pueblo Stock Yards 
company, who last June, purchased the 
35 acres in Pueblo upon which the 
yards are to be built. "The location is 
admirable, being bounded on;the south- 
east by the Fountain river, and on the 
south by the Booth ditch and on Ihe 
wesi by the county road while at the 
north run the main lines of the Mis- 
souri Pacific and Santa Fe railroads 
affording the most desirable switching 
advantages-possibly obtainable. It was 
expected that the work of constructing 
the yards would be commenced las 
year but owing to circumstances of one 
nature and another It has been deerhed 
advisable by the promoters of the com- 
pany to equip the yards In anticipatlor 
of the spring transportation.'

THE CORPORATIONS AND THE STATE REVENUES. 


HE REVENUE law enacted by the last legislature undoubtedly contains mahy flaws and defects besides 


those already passed upon by the courts. The history-of legislation in the various states shows that it 
Is almost Impossible to frame a comprehensive revenue measure which is not subject to some sort of 


" - .... technical attack by skillful corporation attorneys and such history shows equally clearly the tolly of such 
attacks by the corporations.. Such attacks arc generaJly made for the sole purpose of avoiding just and equal 
taxation anil not for the alleged purpose of preventing cxprbitant anil unjust taxation. 


The large corporations of the country are usually handled very considerately by the taxing authorities 


and'it is seldom that their properly is taxeil in an equal ratio to that of private persons. 


The large corporations of Colorado complained that their property was taxed out of all proportion to the levy 


upon private property and they sought relief in the courts and to obtain such relief they assailed the validity of 
the revenue act in so far as it applied to them. 


The courts sustained them and now they have submitted a proposition to .the state board of equalization 


that if that body will not increase their assessments any more, relatively, than the assessment has been increased 
-upon private property they will cease their contest and will pay their taxes. This proposition looks fair upon the 
face of it but no person knows half so well that It is not fair as do the very corporations that propose it. For 
years tho large corporations of Colorado have not paid anything like their just share of taxes for the maintenance , 
of cither state, county or municipal government, and as a consequence private property has stood vastly more 
titan Its fajgjhare of such taxation to make up for the partiality shown to the corporations by the taxing authori- 
ties'.

As a rule for the past 20 years the state board of equalization has been unduly partial to the corporations 


coming under its jurisdiction to be assessed, and it was chiefly for that reason, we surmise, that the last legisla- 
ture undertook to vest the taxing of such corporate property in the state "board of assessors. 


By throwing the proper proportion of taxation upon the corporations, although the demands of the state 


arc much greater than ever before, the rolatlvp burdens of taxation upon private property was greatly lessened 
anil of course the corporations would be glad to accept the ratio of increase upon private property as a basis for 
fixing their assessments. 


There is no doubt that 'the assessments of the state board of assessors upon the corporate property of 


Colorado was excessive and not fairly adjusted as between the corporations but the corporations had the right 
of appeal to tho state board of equalization to cure such excessive assessment anil to secure a proper adjust- 
ment ol' relative values. 
>

The Western Union Telegraph company alone of the large corporations took such an appeal, and while 


the state board of equalization placed a valuation upon its property something over double what it was last 
year, yet it very materially cut down the assessment of the state board of assessors anil it is highly probable 
that the assessment of the telegraph company 'this year represents a inuch fairer basis of valuation for purposes 
of taxation than that of last year represented; 


While corporations, the same as individuals, should resist all Illegal attempts to control or tax their prop- 


erly, yet in dealing with the public treasury they can ill afforil to be over-technical, and it would seem to be 
good business policy, dependent as they are upon public favor for their success, never to quibble about the 
payment, of their just proportion of taxes for the maintenance of the state, county and municipal governments of 
Colorado, to the favor of which governments they owe their corporate existence and the full power of which 
governments they never fail to invoke in their behalf when necessity or expediency demands It. Every patriotic 
citizen wishes the siate to have an abundance of funds to carry on its affairs and to support in a manner 
becoming the rich commonwealth which we are, our splendid state institutions. 


Surely no person wants repeated the humiliating spectacle of two years ago of the governor ot the state 


going .from one private bank to another begging for the loan of funds to keep open the splendid state educational 
institutions of Colorado. 


Taxes of all kinds have been increased in Colorado. 
Perhaps In many instances unnecessarily so, but whatever inequalities or inequities exist can be cured by 


legislative or executive action as soon-as they are made clearly apparent.

GOVERNMENT SHOULD HAVE JURISDICTION.

OTH Presidents McKinlcy and Harrison, were very 


I ? 
anxious that laws be enacted giving the federal 
| ^ 
authorities jurisdiction over crimes committed 
violating treaty rights. For years whenever for- 


eign subjects were injured In this country, like in the case 
of the New Orleans riot, our government has hod to re- 
spond that it has no power to punish wrong-doers other 
than to pay money damages. 


This powerlessless of the federal authorities is not due 


to our Constitution, but to the neglect of the law-makers. 
The government has full power over all cases arising 
under treaties. 


How very indignant our people would have been had 


the Chinese last, year declared'that the injuries to our 
'legation were committed by the people in one of the 
states or provinces, and the government had no power to 
punish other than to pay damages. 
We. with the other 


powers, demanded that a few heads be cut off, anfl on! 
they went. The Constitution says that treaties shall be 
the supreme law of the land, and the national dignity 
demands that the government shall have full power to en- 
force them. Discussing this matter the New York Tribune 
said last Friday: 


It is the business of the United States to pro- 


tect foreigners in the enjoyment of their treaty 
rights,- and If the Constitution of our govern- 
ment is so faulty that It does not penult this, 
the fault Is our own. 
Our domestic organlza- 


• tion is no concern of other countries. 
They 


cannot deal with the states, and may rightly 
object when the federal authorities disclaim 
'power, and throw the responsibility for righting 
wrongs on some internal governing body which 
they! cannot, call to account. :The Italian gov- 
ernment which has bad several occasions for com- 
plaint on this score, 
has 
been 
patient and 


considerate of our good intentions and faulty 
laws, but there is a limit to graceful acceptance 
of a situation to be expected in Turkey, with its 
genius for diplomatic 
irresponsibility, 
rather 


than In the United States. In dealing with other 
countries our government lias always refused to 
admit that any domestic law could intervene be- 
tween us and the authorities with whom we >vere 
obliged to have Intercourse. 
When a foreign 


office has replied to our Just demands that It had 
no legal power in the premises, but was depend- 
ent on local authorities or legislative grants, we 
have taken the position that this was no excuse 
for. inaction. . It was the duty of the cpuntry to 
provide Its government with power to discharge 
International obligations, ami we would hold that 
government responsible. We must abide by the 
same just rule ourselves and glvo our govern- 
ment power to discharge its obligations.

ECRETARY GAOE retires from the cabinet about 


the middle of the nionlh. and Is to return to 
Chicago, where he undertakes the care of Urge 
business interests for New York people. Mr. Gage 


was a very wealthy man years before he was secretary 
if the treasury and gave up the presidency of one of the 
strongest banks in the country. There have been some 
big, strong men in the treasury in the past. Among 
hem one recalls Hamilton, Gallatln, Dallas, Crawford, 
ihase and McCulloch. It is only fair to say that Mr. 


Gage will rank among the greatest of these. 
Speaking 


of Mr. Gage the Chicago Journal says: 


.It was fortunate for the nation that President 


McKinley, elected as he was on the question of 
sound money, could find a man to put at the. head . 
of the treasury so well'equipped for the emerg- ' 
ency as Mr. Gage. 


The country had passed through a tremendous 


financial crisis, followed by a popular discussion 
of the money question that had shown the great 
political parties to be very evenly divided. The 
silverltes had made a bitter fight, and there was 
still' much to do In the way of education on 
financial questions to allay the alarm and pre- 
judice that had been aroused by the attacks 
upon the gold standard and upon the banks. 
' 


Mr. Gage at once took a leading part in the 


campaign of education that followed. 
Not ag- 


gressively, nor for the sake of strengthening 
political power, but calmly and cogently point- 
ing out the evils incident to our then monetary 
system and urging the reforms that were essen- 
tial to the financial safety of the nation. 


His most difficult labor was to get action by 


congress, and to do this he was obliged to con- 
vert a number of Republican members who had 
too long dilly-dallied with the subject, and in 
reality had no solid convictions on it. By tho 
exercise of immense patience he finally made 
headway, and by his luminous expositions of the 
. 


true doctrines of finance he convinced a majority 
of congressmen that the gold standard must be 
% 


imbedded in law, that it was the only safety for, 
the future, and was best for the poor as well as 
for the rich. 
j 


It took him and the able men who were at his 


back, men who composed, the monetary commis- 
sion of the Indianapolis conference, and others, 
nearly four years to get a measure for reTorth 
through the national legislature, but it was 'at 
last accomplished. 
• 


That measure was not perfect, but it was the 


best that could be obtained at the time.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPH EXPERIMENTS. 
L 


AST Saturday the Campania and La Savoie ap- 


proached Nantucket light .house about the same 
time. 
Both had equipment" for -wireless teleg- 


raphy anil when they tried 'it there' was a failure 


because the two interfered. 
It was the game during the 


yacht races last fall. 
Three or four systems were be- 


ug tried, but only one could work at'a time. 
This showa 


how far from being complete is this new telegraphic 
system for<commercial purposes. 'Why this is so, can 
readily be understood by even the lay mind when it is 
explained that wireless telegraphic experiments are real- 
ly conducted on the theory of induction. 
For instance, 


take a telephone wire and stretch It two miles, north and 
south. 
Put another two miles -east!and west. 
These 


wires may be two or three feet apart at the place where 
they cross, but-because of the induction it will often be 
possible to hear what is being said over the other- wire. 
The currents have been properly charged In some way 
not quite thoroughly understood by electricians. 
It will 


be seen that if several wires crossed and there was In 
duction from all of them that great confusion would fol- 
low. 


That is what practically occurs with tho various wire 


less systems. 
Until they are able to overcome this in- 


terference wireless telegraphy will not take tho place 
of the Morse system.

We are all quite enthusiastic over Mr. Marconi's ex- 


periments and rather forget that it resolves itself Into a 
question of finding a backer- who puts up the money for 
the expensive experiments. 
A good many'.'experiment- 


ers in this country and Europe have made wireless com- 
munications for years. 
Our own • agricultural depart- 


ment has a system that is claimed to be far''better than 
Marconi's.

It Is possible that some 
day an experimenter will 


stumble onto some system by whichi.many messages may 
be sent at the same time. 
It was a wonderful thing 


when one message was sent over a wire, and it Is only 
in very late years that they have been able to multiply 
the messages, now sending as high as 1C at one time.

The Oregonian discusses one 
feature of the argument in the following very temperate 
language: 


The fact that the Chinese send a great deal of 


money out of the country is not, in the judgment 
of the Oregonian, a qhief reason why the exclu- 
sion act should not be suffered to lapse.- 1C the 
Chinese send money away they leave its equiva- 
lents in the results of labor. 
The reason why 


they should not be permitted to come is a stronger 
one. They cannot become a part of the body 
social and of the body politic; they can be noth- 
ing more than a dun or caste, by themselves: 
their competition In the field of labor Is injurious 
to our own working people, and therefore to our 
citizenship, and their presence cannot be other 


' than a source of deep discontent and unhappy 


agitation. Advantage In certain ways no. doubt 
would accrue from their labor; but nothing at all 
to match the opposite consequences. The money 
they would send out of the country would be un- 
noticed. Money is but a means of exchange, and 
the Chinese would not get It unless they gave 
equal value for It. Immigrants from Europe send 
tens of millions back tq their friends and rela- 
tions yearly,, but it doesn't Impoverish America, 
because for the money so sent a full equivalent in 
value is created by the labor that earns It, and 
.usually more.

WAS sitting ut my desk In; a 


somewhat 
reminiscent 
mood. 


Christmas and the end of the year 
were near at hand, and \Vhlle look- 
ing over some papers In connection 


with a mining suit in which J was en- 
gaged as counsel, the curly .days o£ 
I>amc creek came back Into my mind. 


It was Just about eleven years since 
I had made my appearance 
In that 
camp and put up one of the nrat log: 
cabins oh C avenue, where today my 
brown stone residence stands. On the 
irst discoveries of gold in Lame creek 
I left Chicago for that camp, and when 
I arrived there the dozen prospectors 
on the scene wondered what a lawyer 
wanted to do In a community of about 
twelve people who made and executed 
their own laws. For a time I was look- 
ed at with-but little favor, In the light 
ot an Idle intruder, but when I showed 
my willingness to work with pick and 
shovel, as well as straighten out any 
difficulties that arose occasionally over 
too rudely defined boundaries, I seem- 
ed to gain in public favor, and by the 
time the spring of 1901 had come around 
I was regarded and tolerated as one 
o£ the necessary evils. By -this time 
an Idea of the value of the new gold 
finds hnd clawhed upon' thdse present, 
and a rapid Influx of people took place; 
with their advent companies were form- 
ed and the'legal work Intrusted to me 
was plentiful. Large fees and many of 
them were the order of the day. High 
hopes and the prospect of riches made 
the future seem brilliant. At about 
that time my wife and our 10-year-old 
llttln girl Mime out from Chicago 'and 
happiness seemed now complete. How- 
ever, pneumonia, that arch enemy of 
mining camps at a high altitude, Btcpr 
ped in and robbed me of my life's com- 
panion. Realizing that Lame Creek 
was not a place for my little girl I sent 
ler to an eastern boarding school. Again 
I was. nlone and' deprived of Joy. 
One by one this cold December morn- 


ing, eleven year later, did these recol- 
lections chase through my brain,, clouds 
and sunshine, happiness and sorrows 
following each other in rapid succession. 
On and on traveled my thoughts 
through the years of the greatest boom 
ever seen In the 
mining camp, on 
through the time of the conflagration 
that destroyed the entire town and af- 
ter which I erected the large house, 
which I now occupy—alone, yes, alone, 
for Florence, my little girl, at the age 
of IS left boarding school without my 
consent and Joined a theatrical com- 
pany and I had not heard of her since. 
Deep In these reveries, .1 was startled 
by the ringing of the telephone bell, and 
answering the same was Informed that 
Jim Ltsk, who was then In a. dying 
condition, at the Sister's hospital, want- 
ed to see me at once. 
While hastening up the hill from my 


office to the hospital the spirit of the 
past took, once more, possession of me. 
Jim Llsk, yes, I remembered him '.veil, 
for the last twelve years had he been 
in camp, and when I arrived In camp 
he was working for old man Gross, who 
was killed by the cave-In of a shaft on 
the K. C. property. 
Fine old man 
Gross was, made prematurely old by the 
escapades of his son, a young scape- 
grace, who disappeared shortly after 
his father's death with all of the lat- 
ters' movable possessions and had not 
been seen since. Rumor had it that he 
went to New York where he got into 
pretty bad straits.

one share each to qualify as directors 
From year to year j paid the taxes on 
the property which, on what was con- 
sidered a worthless prospect, were very 
small. .Some day f hppeC Orbits' son 
might show up, and I wanted to prer 
serve the property for him.

some years to come—become air actual- 
ity. It Is said that even though Bei-p- 
haven harbor should be'completed, :\s 
projected,, and the most up-to-date rail- 
road connections be made, and even 
though the proposed rapid 25 knot fleet 
should be established, Berehdven, after 
all, can be nothing more than a port of 
call at the furthest, only taking the 
place'of Queenstown en route to Liver- 
pool.—(New York Commercial.

Thc definite treaty ot peace with 


Great Britain, concluded September 3, 


1783, 
was so favorable to the United 


States that it was unanimously ratified 
by the congress of the confederation, 
January 14, 1784, and Immediately pro- 
claimed. 
The foreign relations of the 


confederation government, during the 
eight years of Its feeble existence, being 
conducted by the many states acting as 
one state, were successfully managed. 
After 
the peace, Franklin comments 


much on the continuing cordiality of 
the court of France. Both Vergennes 
and Luzerne, his most trusted minister. 
In numerous letters, published and un- 
published, express their great gratifi- 
cation that the United States were able 
to secure from England such satisfac- 
tory terms. 
George III., with uncon- 


cealed reluctance, fixed his signature to 
England's ratification on April 8, 1784. 


During the period from peace to good 


government under the hero of the revo- 
lution, who is also the hero of the ages, 
the most significant events in our terri- 
torial history" occurred In Kentucky, 
Tennessee and lower Louisiana. Spain 
refused to accept the.Brltlsh and Amer- 
ican construction of the treaties of 1782 
and 17S3. which were identical. Having 
acquired West Florida before the ces- 
sion by conquest, she continued to hold 
the disputed Natchez district until 1795. 
Controlling both sides of the lower Mis- 
sissippi, the free navigation 
of that 


river was denied the western Americans 
living on its banks and Its tributaries. 
The latter thought it was their God- 
given highway to the sea and to civil-' 
izatlon. 


John Jay, our secretary of foreign af- 


fairs, after 
Livingston, finding that 


Spain would not' ySld this point with- 
out war, was willing, In 1786,' to waive 
the free navigation for 25 years; but 
congress, wiser than Jay, declined to 
yield. 
However, 
while refusing 
to 


abandon their treaty rights, congress 
was in no position to enforce them. The 
first line of policy .pursued by Governor 
Estevan Mlro, who succeeded the gal- 
lant Galvez In 1785, was to array all the 
Indian tribes within reach against the 
westerners and then through these sav- 
age allies to promote the aggrandize- 
ment of Spain. 


Following that successful soldier and 


able administrator, Galvez, to his new 
elevation as viceroy of Mexico, we find 
that with the aid of his beautiful and 
benevolent Louisiana wife, 
he 
ruled 


mildly but absolutely over the Mexicans 
for 10 years, gaining thereby extraordi- 
nary popularity 
and lasting renown. 


Galvez built a costly palace on the rock 
of Chapultepec, which grew to be a cas- 
tle or fortress of formidable strength. 
It was captured 
by General Wrlnfield 


Scott just before that hero entered the 
city of Mexico In 1847. The memory of 
this meritorious Spaniard has been per- 
petuated by the Texas city that has 
risen so recently from its watery grave. 
His death at 38. was greatly deplored. 


Recurring to events on the Missis- 


sippi, it appears extremely probable 
that the first suggestion of a union of 
Indian tribes and Spaniards to bring 
about a separation of the western terri- 
tories from the rest of the states, came 
from the Creek Indian chief, with the 
Scotch name of McGilllvray. This am- 
bitious savage of fascinating' perspnal- 
• ity was the son of a Scotchman of high 
'mentality and a high-bred Indian prln- 
'cess. 
Uniting some of the worst and 


best qualities of his ancestors, this .war- 
rior, while nbt a statesman of the forest 
like Pontlac or a gentleman In war- 
paint like Tecumseh, had high capacity 
to kill and a prophetic foreknowledge of 
things to come. He saw, before Aranda 
Navarro and Mlro did. that Spaniards 
ar Americans must dominate this conti- 
nent. He was a number one expert in 
treachery and a human bloodhound in 
pursuit. 
James Robertson, Ms brave 


Tennessee antagonist, described McGil- 
llvray and the situation when he said: 
"The Spaniards are inspired by the 
devil: the Creeks by the devil and the 
Spaniards; and the worst devil In hu- 
man form Is the Creek chief, McGil- 
livray." This enterprising savage gath- 
ered 
the 
Creek, Chpctaw, Chlckusaw 


and many other Indian chiefs into an 
assemblage 
at 
Pensocola which he 


called a congress. This meeting was 
dignified by the attendance of Governor 
Miro. The highest Spanish'officials and 
their families attended with the chiefs 
social or public entertainments, where 
the painted savages excelled the whites 
in their flatteries by Insisting that all 
the beautiful ladles present .were sisters 
and had descended from heaven. 
Mc- 


Gllllvray's zeal was made active by a 
bribe-or. pension of $50 per,month, and 
other chiefs came In for the usual pres- 
ents. 
After spending $300,000 to win 


over the aborigines, we are. prepared to 
believe that all who had received rich 
presents, were ready to declare on all 
occasions, whether drunk or sober, that 
they had "Spanish hearts" 
in 
their 


breasts and scalping knives In their 
hands for the Americans. 


The civil and military governor of 


Louisiana, while adroitly placating and 
uniting the Indians, did not neglect re- 
ligious and other less Important con- 
cerns. In his proclamation of 1786, he 
exhorts the faithful Catholics to attend 
the celebration of the holy mysteries; 
to abstain from work on sacred days; 
to close shop doors and prevent the 
slaves 
from 
dancing on the public 


squares before the end of evening ser- 
vice; he forbids females 
of 
color to 


wear on their heads any plumes or jew- 
elry, but to have their hair bound in a. 
'kerchief; inhabitants of the city are 
forbidden to leave it, either by land or 
water, without a passport: the verbal 
sales of slaves are forbidden. 
During 


this year the revenues from exports 
arid imports at New Orleans, amounted 
to $72,000. In February, 1787, Navarro. 
the intendent of the province, wrote to 
Spain: "The powerful enenl'les we hove 
to fear In this province are not the 
English but the Americans, whom w<? 
must oppose by active and sufficient 
measures." 
And this official wisely 


adds by way of advice—which was not 
followed: "The only way to check them 
is with a proportionate population, and 
It Is not by Imposing commercial re- 
strictions that this population Is to be 
acquired, but by granting a prudent ex- 
tension and freedom of trade." 
The 


trade with the Indians was largely In- 
creased by means of a loose liberality 
towards 
them, 
but 
the 
moribund 


Charles III. of Spain was disposed to 
draw the line of virtual prohibition on 
up-river Americans.' Wh||e the com- 
merce of the developing regions'of Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky 
was expanding 


yearly, the Spanish duties, intentions 
and exactions were doubled. New cus- 
toms officers and military forces had 
Keen placed at Natchez and New Ma- 
drid.

Trade restrictions and 
impositions 


upon river, traffic were fast becoming 
unbearable. 
Confiscations of" vessels 


and cargoes and the" Imprisonment of 


officers and cr»ws, were not Infrequent. 
The victims of these recurring outrages, 
if so fortunate as to escape.from cus- 
tody, wandered back to their settle- 
ments, penniless, hungry and In rags. 


•A feeling of general Indignation took 
possession of the pioneers of the Ken- 
tucky and Cumberland valleys. A mil- 
itary Invasion of lower Louisiana and! 
the forcible seizure of Natchez and New 
Orleans, waa much discussed. The em- 
ergency called forth a leader of abil- 
ity and audacity in the person of a dar- 
ing, 
but disgruntled, soldier of the revo- 


lution. Colonel James Wilkinson, born 
in -Maryland, had been with Arnold at 
Quebec: was adjutant general on the 
staff of Horatio Gates, with whom he 
quarreled when secretary of the board 
of war, and later was "clothier gen- 
eral" of the Ill-clad revolutionary army. 
Wilkinson In 1787, being then a peaceful 
Kentucky merchant, casting about to 
flnd some solution for the practical non- 
Intercourse problem, proceeds down the 
Mississippi with four boatloads of flour, 
tobacco and other merchandise. 
The 


first obstruction he encountered was 
Gayoso de Lamos, the Spanish com- 
mander at Natchez, who after mutual 
hospitalities, was so Impressed with the 
rank and importance of the American 
officer, that he consigned h's cargo and 
supercargo, free 
from 
detention and 


duty, to his official superior at New 
Orleans. Wilkinson's fine bearing.and 
address would have enabled him, with- 
out on Introduction, to have reached 
Governor Miro, who 
in finesse was 


more than his equal. Both men saw 
that they had nothing to gain by engag- 
ing In the doubtful game of war. Hos- 
pitality due to an American.soldier of 
rank, was the first move by Miro in the 
play of diplomacy. Wines of the best 
vintage of Spain and Portugal, contrib- 
uted greatly to the progress 
of 
tlie 


game. 
By the time the cognac and 


cigars 
were 
reached, 
his excellency 


could sec no reason why laws or cus- 
toms regulations should stand between 
friends. 
Colonel Wilkinson, being such 


an uncommonly good fellow was :al 
once given the freedom of tho city, ot 
the port, and of the entire Mississippi 
river."

15, the plotter Introduces to Mlro and 
Navarro, "My dear and venerable sirs," 
his friend. Major Isaac Dunn, as "' a 
fit auxiliary In the execution of our 
political designs, which he'has embrac- 
ed with cordiality." On January.!, 1789, 
he writes to Mlro that before the new 
congress can do anything to frustrate 
their schemes, "we shall have become 
too strong to be subjected 'by any force 
which may be sent against us." 


Writing 
to. the Spanish governor, 


February 14. 1789, Wilkinson reveals his 
true colors when 
speaking of 
Mr. 


Brown, a young man without experience 
sent as a delegate to congress: "Nev- 
ertheless, as he firmly perseveres In his 
adherence to our Interests, 
we have 


sent him to the new congress, appar- 
ently 
as 
our 
representative, but in 


reality as a spy 'on the actions of that 
body. I would myself have undertaken 
that charge, but I did not for two rea- 
sons: First, my presence was necessary 
here, and next. -I should have, found 
myself under the obligation pf.'swear- 
Ing to support the new government, 
which I am in duty bound to oppose." 
Such being a minor part of the dread- 
fully insinuating and criminally com- 
promising record of Wilkinson; how 
long could such a comforter of his coun- 
try's enemies have kept his head on.his 
shoulders under any strict government 
like that of Elizabeth of Ijinglaml? Pos- 
sibly 48 hours. What -would have been 
done with him under the absolute rule 
of Napoleon I.? He would have been 
promptly tried and as promptly shot. 
And yet this bribe-giver and bribe-re- 
ceiver, \yho waa twice court martlaled, 
was spared to plot again the dismem- 
berment of the republic with Aaron 
Burr, that first ot American reprobates. 
It is but just to our authorities to say 
that neither in 1706. when Wilkinson 
became the head of the army nor In 
1S06, 
when ho escaped punishment for 


treason with Burr, was there, a scintil- 
la of the evidence known to the officers 
of the' law, that has been since recov- 
ered from archives'of Spain.

In the accompanying Illustration Is presented a model of the magnificent 


Cathedral of St. John the Divine now being erected on Mornlngslde heights, 
New York city. One of tho giant arches hae for a long time been In view, ris- 
ing high above the hill; but although more than $2,000,000 has been expended 
and the work has been going on for some; time, those best Informed state that 
the structure may be a century in reaching completion and that it will cost 
about $15,000,000. .Cathedrals, like trees, are of slow growth, as they show the 
highest types ot architecture existent in the nation and the century. 


The model from which this Illustration was made is itself 60 feet long, 25 


feet wide and 35 feet high, being built on a scale of one inch to the foot. When 
completed, the cathedral will cover an immense area and have a great tower 
420 feet in height. The material of construction will be granite, and the best 
architectural talent In the country will be employed upon what Is Intended to 
be the grandest structure of Its kind In the United States.

WHERE THE CHARTREUSE COMES FROM. 


By the r«cenl act of expulsion against the religious orders In France atten- 


tion has been particularly directed to the Carthusians, whose monastery of La 
Grande Chartreuse, surrounded by mountains more than 3,000 feet high, in the 
department if Isefe, is shown In . the accompanying Illustration. 
A strong 


protest has bec-n made against the expulsion of the monks of La Grande Char- 
treuse, based not only on religious, but oneconomlcandsentimental'grounds, for 
It is'suid that their departure would mean a. direct loss to France of ?1'J">.000 a 
year in revenues and millions of dollars wlri;i their peculiar industry ha* cre- 
ated. They are the sole possessors of the secret process of manufactuiins that 
delicious liqueur known as chartreuse, the profits on which amount 10 half a 
million dollars yearly. Should the monks be expelled from France they will 
probably take refuge either in England or in America, and one country or tho 
other will benefit by their acquisition. 


A NEW SCHEME FOR UTILIZING -TIDE POWER. 


Whether or not our coal supply will last a few hundred or a few thousand 


years longer and whether or not electrical energy will suffice us for many gen; 
(•rations to come, the problem of harnessing the tides to furnish cheap power 
along the seaccasts is one of great interest and importance. It seems to have 
been solved by the Invention of Dr. John Meuli Hllty. Fig. A Is a hollow tower 
forming a reservoir, with openings at the bottom communicating with the sea. 
A partition across the lower part ot the tower, 1£ provided with valves, D D, 
which allows the water to be forced upward, but prevent its return at the fall 
of the tide. A siphon pipe, H, connects with a hydraulic motor, J, and a suc- 
tion engine, I, starts the siphon In operation, which, once going, discharges a 
stream of water so long as the supply In the tower holds out, and this is in- 
tended to.be enough to last till the next Incoming tide. 
The chief difficulties 


hitherto have resulted from the Intermittent character of the tidal flow, but 
with this apparatus, simple and cheaply erected,/ it is believed a great future 
Is opened for utilizing the energies stored up in the tides of the ocean. 


A-PERPETUAL MOTION CLOCK 


The Inventor of the clock shown 


the Illustration claims that it is as ne 
an approach to perpetual motion as h 
been found up to date.
